Poisoned. 


Their Lives Saved by a Ver- 


itable Miracle. 


The Case Presents a Strange Sim- 


ilarity to the Belew Trag- 


edy at Dixoa. 


SACRAMESTO, November 
16. — Mrs. 


Dorothy B. Schubert and four daugh- 
ters, of 406 Eleventh street, have nar- 
rowly escaped eerions 
coneequenceR 


from arsenical poisoning. 


They ate breakfast together yesterday 


morning, partaking among other thtogB, 
of a cert tun preparation ol uiuah. 


A few hours afterwards Mrs. Schubert 


was taken violently sick. Her daugh- 
ter, Mies Celia Behubert, a stenograper 
in a local wholesale house, soon alter 
appeared at tue home, sudden illness 
having coma upon her. Her three sia- 
terfl BOOH afterward followed. 


Doctors were anmmoned and they 


pronounced the symptoms those of poi- 
soning. 


The contents of the stomach of one of 


the sufferers were given to a chemist 
for analysis. His conclusion was that 
arsenic had been swallowed. Afterward 
the mush eaten by the family was given 
over to analysis and it was declared tbat 
tine has been found to contain arsenic. 


Mrs. Schubert, when vieited by a Bee 


reporter this afternoon, said tbat she 
was unwilling to give out information 
until the completion o! analysis of the 
cereal preparation partaken of yester- 
day morning. She paid, however, that 
there was no possibility whatever that 
the poieon had been pat in the mash 
purposely. The chemist had told the 
doctors, Bhe said, that the poison was 
present in quantities to do harm. 


Mrs. Schubert and her daughters 


have recovered almost entirely from the 
effects of the poison and they regard 
their escape' as miraculously fortunate, 


The original package—;* pasteboard 


box—which contained the meal from 
which the family ate ie cow in the pos- 
session of a chemist. A cbemist said 
thia afternoon that the meal remaining 
in the box contained enough arsenic to 
kill a very large number of people. 


The chemist was also given the con- 


tents from the stomach of one of the 
victims to make an analysis, and in it 
he also discovered a great quantity oE 
arsenic. 


When nlacert under a powerful mag- 


nifying glass the poisonous crystals were 
plainly revealed. It was a miracle, he 
said, that any one who had partaken of 
the mash had escaped death.

SACBAMKNTO, November 16.—The af- 


ternoon session of the Fruit Growers' 
convention was opened with the road- 
ing of a report oi tue year's work of the 
California Fruit Growers and Shippers* 
Association by ha president, H. Wein- 
stock. The report was lamely statieti- 
cal, dealing with thu shipments of fruit 
during 1897 as compared with 1S98. 


In 1806, 4071 cara were.sent east; in 


1897.526S cars were eont up to Novem- 
ber 12, to which some 200 or 300 cars 
would have to be added to get the total 
shipment to the end of the season. 


The Oalifornia Fruit Growers and 


Shippers' Association had, the speaker 
said, been organized for the purpose of 
gathering information regarding fro it 
distribution; to establish consolidated 
auction Bales rooms in the larger eastern 
cities, and to keep such sales rooma free 
and open to all. 


The anction sales rooms had been es- 


tablished, the speaker eaid, and had 
been operated apparently to the satis- 
faction of all concerned. 


During the past year abnormal condi- 


tions had prevailed in the Enat, chief of 
which was the enormous crop of straw- 
berries, and an excessive crop of eastern 
pears and grapes and large shipments of 
Bartlett pears from Oregon.

SACRAMENTO, November 16.—Marsden 


Manson of tbe department of highways 
returned from an extended tour of con- 
. tinental Europe last Tuesday, whither 
he had gone to attend the international 
convention of geologists which, recently 
met at St. Petersburg, Russia. 


Mr. Manson made a thorough study of 


the latest improved methods in road- 
building during the four months of his 
stay in Europe and the result of hia 
diligent study and careful observation 
in this direction will soon be in posses- 
sion of bis department of the atate gov- 
ernment in tbe shape of a condensed 
report dealing with tbe important Bub- 
ject of road construction. 


Mr. Manson has no end of data bear- 


ing apou the subject and in addition to 
volumes of text be has nearly 800 photo- 
graphs of the highways of Europe show- 
ing the results of the application of 
scientific principles to this branch of 
work.

Switzerland and England were visited 
and Mr. Manson made as full notes of 
tbe roads of those countries as the 
limited time at his disposal would per- 
mit. 


GLEASON CONVICTED. 


Perjured Evidence Did Not Save 


the Slayer of D. M. Cotton. 


BAKERSFIELD, November 16, —After 


being out all night the jury in the case 
of T. M. Gleason, charged with killing 
D. M. Cotton on July 9th, brought in a 
verdict of murder in the flrst degree, 
with imprisonment for life. 


Cotton was a ranch hand and was 


spending a few days in town, and during 
the course of bis journeyimo fell in with 
Gleaaon, who tried to rob Cotton. Cot- 
ton met Gleason later in the day and 
said BomethioK about doing Glfiaaon np, 
when the latter drew a revolver and s* ' 
Cotton. 


At the coroner's inquest George Ly- 


man testified tbat Cotton was in the act 
of striking Gleaaon with a bnife when 
the shooting took place. Later Lvman 
was convicted of perjury in the case and 
is now serving a term in San Qaentin. 


Restraining Dams Giving Way. 
SACRAMESTO, November 16.—The ex- 


ecutive committee of the State Anti-De- 
bris Association held its regular monthly 
meeting today 
at the rooms of the 


board of supervisors. It waa reported 
that the injanctions were being enforced 
and obeyed in the suits brought by the 
association, to prevent illicit hydraulic 
mining. It appears from tbe reports of 
tbe watchmen chat some of the dams 
that have been erected for the purpose 
of restraining mining debris are imper- 
fectly constructed, find in instances they 
are in process of decay. 


No Gold on Copper River. 


SAN FRAN-CISCO, November 16.—Frank 


8. Marine, who for three months has 
been in Alaska and has made copper lo- 
cations for eastern people, arrived here 
today. He protests against the state- 
ments of gold discoveries in tbe Copper 
river region.

Heavy Damages for Blacklisting. 


CHICAGO, November 18. — Fred K. 


Ketcham was awarded a verdict of $21,- 
666.33 by the jury in Judge Clifford's 
conrt today in bis suit against the 
Northwestern railroad for $25,000 dam- 
ages for blacklist. The case has been 
on trial nearly three weeks and has been 
of great interest to men employed in 
railroad business. 
During the great 


strike of the A. R. U., Ketchum was 
employed as a conductor for the North- 
western road. He joined tbe strikers 
and tbe evidence showed that he at- 
tended some of tbe meetings in the in- 
terest of the A. R. U. Since the strike 
Ketcham claims, he has been unable to 
secure steady employment owing to tbe 
fact that he was blacklisted.

It ia tbe purpoee of the convention to 


perfect the organization of a national 
stock growers' association and to diecnea 
and deviae measures for the improve- 
ment and protectiou ot an industry 
wbicS ranks witb the most important m 
tbe land. The convention will be called 
to order by Hon. Alva Adama, governor 
of Colorado, after which the delegates 
will elect their permanent officers and 
proceed with the business of the con- 
vention. The vice presidents of the 
convention will be the governors ot all 
the elates and territories. The basis of 
representation will be one delegate at 
largo from each state and territory to be 
appointed by the governor thereof. 


Eachetate and territorial range aaao- 


ciation of cattle, horse, aheep and a wine 
breeders wilt be entitled to one delegate 
for each ten thousand head of f tocK rep- 
resented by Buch organization. Each 
atate and territorial stock sanitary board 
will be entitled to three delegates; each

With- 
out committing itaelf to- any; govern- 
mental policy for encouraging the pro- 
motion of sugar or fruit, the committee 
tated tbat it cladly bailed t^e advent 
of the beet sugar industry aa a valuable 
addition to the farmers' products. 


The report, among other things, eaya 
bat the methods for transporting and 
marketing fruits have been such that in 
many cases the grower had not received 
enough to pay current expenses. Thia 
lad caused orchard property to greatly 
depreciate in value.

Stop lynching 
and shooting scrapes, to be sure, but 
lose no time in putting the "kibosh" on 
white-capping. There ia a sort of rude 
justice in lynching; shooting scrapes' 
are an aid to tha law that concerns itself 
with the survival of tbe fittest, but 
white-capping ia a practice devoid of 
any redeeming feature. It has no moral 
purpose, ia cruel and cowardly and the 
men who engage iu it are unspeakably 
infamouii.

spects. It is a matter which every citi- 
zen Bhould understand better than he

through ignorance of facts. Tbe county 
supervisor, upon whom the rcaponai- 
bility fallaol adjoining the rate ol taxa- 
tion, ia olton criticised too readily in 
tbis connection. The levy fixed thia 
year in Kreano county caused the hoard 
to be subjected to aome criticism, yet 
when tbe facta are imiuired into it will 
be found that it waa not to blame. 


Tbe board was unanimous in using 


tbe levy thiavearat $1.96 on the *100. 
The members apeut considerable time 
in the estimating of expenses for tbe en- 
suing vear, their purpose being to cut 
down'wherever possible. They made 
«n effort to prune down the cellmate BO 
aa to reach tbe $1.05 mark, but upon 
careful iaveatigation they found that 
tbey could not do ao withont running 
the riak of having adedciency hjfore tbe 
end of the year.

matea, and then came the 10 per cent 
decrease ordered by the State Board of 
' Tbe state equalizers bad at laat come 
to a realization that they must make the 
assessment! San Franciaco more nearly 
proportionate tn that of the real of tbe 
state. The metiopolia waa not paying 
a fair share of the elate taies. Bnt 
when the equalisers under took to raise 
the valuations in the bay city, there was

CHANDLER'S VIEW 


The Granite State Senator on 


Legislation. 


Believes Congress Will Further 


Restrict Immigration and 


Annex Hawaii. 


WASHINGTON, November 18.—Senator 


William E.Chandler of New Hampshire 
in an interview regarding legislation at 
the coming session of COD gross eaid: 
'Senator Lrtdge proposes pushing the 
measure looking to the restriction of 
immigration and of demanding its paa- 
Bane without delay. 


"Bills proposing to bar the undesira- 


ble foreign element from entering into 
thia country are now pending in both 
the hoaee and the senate and there is no 
doubt that tbe two houses will be able 
to agree upon a bill. The bouse mess* 
ure lays restrictions on what are called 
'birds of passage' but the senate bill 
does not. The class referred to ia that 
which livea along tbe northern and south- 
ern border lines of the country and em- 
braces Mexicans and Canadians who 
work daily in the United States but live 
in their native countries. This part of 
the bill, in my judgment, eventually 
will be omitted and the senate bill, 
which applies to immigrants from, Eu-! 
ropeaa and Oriental countries passed/' 


"Some action, I believe, will bo taken 


looking to the relief of the Cohan insur- 
gents. Of co irse the Republican policy 
will largely depend on the president's 
message, but in my opinion be will leave 
the entire matter to tbe judgment of 
congress. 


"The prospects for the ratification of 


the UawatiftQ treaty are excellent. The 
Republicans will stand by it to a unit, 
and many Democrats will do likewise. I 
think the necessary two-thirds vote will 
be secured. As to final legislation, es- 
pecially- the revision of the banking 
laws, I cannot see how any auch legisla- 
tion can be passed."

Mr. Nichols' Good Advice 


to Fresno, 


An Organization Free From Polit- 


ical Influence Lowers In- 


surance Rates. 


C.M. Nichols, chief surveyor for the 


Board of Fire Underwriters of the Pa- 
cific, returned to San Francisco y eater- 
day after a visit of a faw days in Fresno 
on business connected with the recent 
readjustment and redaciion of inanr- 
auco rates. Mr. Nichols was found at 
the Hughes hotel shortly before his de- 
parture, and a RmmLiCAN representa- 
tive had an interesting interview with 


him. 


"Aa you have already published in 


your paper," said the chief eurveyor, 
"Fresno haa been r/enefited by a big re- 
duction in insurance rates, which went 
into effect on November Oth. Thia waa 
done alter a large part of the city, in- 
cluding the Lmaineaa BQCtion, had beau 
rerattd. 


"We are continually working to ro- 


duce iasurauce rates. It means mora 
and better bueiueaa to the companies, 
and, of course, it is a gain for the peo- 
ple. 
We are always striving to inin- 


luiiza the conditions of riak, and aa we 
accomplish Una the premiums are re- 
duced proportionately. The companies 
would rather have a larger volume of 
business at low rates, where they are 
justified by less risk, than a limited 
amount of business at high rates and 
greater risks. You can readily eeo that 
we are working in the iotereats of the 
people, for our own are attained at the 
same time. 


"Tha principal factors in the adjust- 


ment of ratea ia a city are the water 
supply and the efficiency of the fire de- 
partment. 
We therefore always watch 


the water system and the organization 
of firemen very closely. For tha past 
few Tear a Fresno haa tind an excellent 
department, in fact o^e of the very beat 
Yohmtuar organizations in the fltate. In 
many iualauces it haa done nnn work. 


"The Blliciency of your department 


waa itie priucip&l ieaaon I»r tha late de- 
crease in insurance rates. The leases 
paid out by tho companies tbe paet two 
or three years amounted to much ICPB 
than thoy had henn, and when tha lucil 
insurance finenta presented their request 
for a njauivey of tba city and a reduc- 
tion ot rates, they had it backed r.p 
with fauf that) wore quickly recognized. 


"I nnder-tand that since we began 


the reaurvuy u! the town lust mimraer 
tbat there has been some trouble in the 
fira depArfmont, I am told that there 
baa been a movement on foot to mix 
the orgauizalion up in politic?. Now, 
bv all means keep your fire department 
out of polUice. When a man in the ter- 
vice holda his position by a pull, he be- 
comes careleEB ahont bis work, for he 
becomes imbued with tbe idea that he 
canhold'hlB job anyway through hia 
political influence. 


"Politics aredemoralizine to a fire de- 


partment, 
They never were otherwise 


and cannot be. Fresno's organization 
ranks high, and it is to the interest of 
the city tbat the excellent standard 
should bu maintained. 
Wherever a 


municipality's 6re department is con- 
trolled by politics, wo make an increase 
in the rate of insurance. If your fire 
fighting organization ia not kept clean. 
we shall have to raise the rates again. 
You can readily see that we would be 
justified in doing EO. 


"Every Rood citizen detests the polit- 


ical machinations which are aometimea 
practiced in fire departments. Tbe de- 
sire for honeat government aa well aa 
for lower insurance ratea, chonld induce 
the people o£ Fresno to see that the city'a 
fire department ia not made a political 
machine." 


Mr. Nicbola spate very earnestly. He 


haa given this much ttiouirbt and ia a 
man who has had much experience in 
affairs. 
"I see that the city trustees," he con- 


tinned, "have dispensed with a fire 
marshal. It waa npon my suggestion 
that the office waa created a few years 
ago. In reducing the insurance rates 
thie nervice wae taken into account, but 
on my present vieit I have nbiiceed that 
the alleys and back, yards wfire being 
neglected again. I am certain tbat it is 
a paying proposition to tha taxpayers ot 
Fresno to keep this officer actively at 
work all the year round. 


"You have no idea how frequently the 


heaps of rubbish and the eiraw, paper 
and other inflammable material in the 
alloys and yards are the CAHSB of fire*. 
With tho cigar and ciiiaretts emoking 
that is prevalent, Hirhtud stumps are 
often carelessly thrown away.

Miles Wallace and John 


Stevens Defied. 


Armed With a Shotgun a Far- 


mer Held Possession of 


Glacier Point. 


John F. Slovens, tbe well-known stage 


driver, and formerly a deputy sheriff of 
thia county, has leased the hotel on 
Glacier Point ;n Yoseraito valley for a 
ppriod of fonr years. According to hifl 
contract with the state he was to have, 
entered into poeenBsion of the premises 
on November 1st, but not nntll the 
present week wr.a Miles Wallace, the 
juardiau, able to oust the .former occu- 
pant, who defended his righta with a 
shotgun, and turn the hotel over to 
Stevens. 


Tbn Call, inn. report of the difficulty, 


yesterday had the following: 


"The trouble waa on account of tbe 


determination of James McCauley to 
bold possession of Glacier Point with a 
shotgun. McCauley is a Merced rancher 
and for thirty years he has held a sort 
of eelf-coriitituted right over tbe real es 
tate in question. 
"In early days he located or took pos- 


session of the point and built a trail tip 
from tbe floor of the valley. Tourists 
going over this trail were charged a fee 
or toll, which netted the farmer a con- 
siderable sum in the coarse of time. At 
last the state of California asserted its 
right to tbe land and purchased the 
trail of McCanley for the sum of $500, 
and be was given a lease of the property 
for ten veara ou condition that he would 
expend'at least $3500 in improvements, 
a condition tbat it is said be did nob 
live up to. In 1883 the lease expired, 
and from that time on McCauley itiyed 
there on a year-to-year proposition. 


"McCauley 
had no idea of being 


shifted out when the hotel was leased to 
Stevona, and be went to town to get 
some food in order to bold tbe fort 
during tbe winter. Guardian Wallace 
put Stfcvens in possession of tbe prop- 
erty, and when McCauley returned be 
found there evidence of Stevens' pres- 
ence, but the latter had gone out for pro- 
visions. 


"Again the pioneer took tbe place, 


and when Stevens came back be found 
not only McUauley, bnt the latter'a 
family and grown-up sons, who sided 
with theirfatber in his determination to 
hold the fort. The old man had big 
trusty shotgun loaded and he threat- 
ened to apill blood all over tbe top of 
Glacier Point if any attempt waa made 
to oust him. 
"Guardian Wallace was not able to 


tell what to do, BO be telegraphed to 
Secretary J. H. Shsehan for instrnc- 
tione. Tbe latter wired back to take 
the place, even if it was necessary to 
atorm tho point with a posse of county I 
officers. Still McCanley held the fort 
aud said tbat ha would wipe oat tbe 
whole official corps oi thft county if 
necessary, but be would not budge. 


Denomme's Case With 


the Jury. 


No Verdict Arrived at Last 


Night. 


The Defendant Testifies in His 


Own Behalf—Acted in 


Self-Defense. 


The case cf the people against Jere- 


miih Deuomme, accused of the murder 
of Curia Molbeck, ia now ia the hands 
of the jury, and it is likely that the 
twelve men wilt not agree upon a ver- 
dict. Jail Re Kieley finished daliveriiig 
hia charge at 5 o'clock laut evenisgj aud 
the jury retired at o.-iu-- to deliberate. 
About 9 o'clock last night it waa brought 
into court and the foreman stated that 
no agreement had been reached. 


The jurymen again retired, and alter 


waiting an hour without learning any- 
thing from them Judge Rialey adjourned 
court till this morning at 9 o'clock. The 
jury gave no intimation as to how it 
itocd. 


The defensa introduced all Ua testi- 


mony in half an hour yesterday morn- 
ine. Ofiarles Scbweizer, A. D. Gmw, 
Policeman George Mathesonaud Antone 
George testified aa to the good reputa- 
tion of Denotnme for peace and quiet. 


The defendant then went on th'e 


ataiid in bio own behalf, and related the 
details ol bis attack ou Molbeck in 
Hunanlt & Rochon's saloon in China- 
town, reanlting in the death of hia vic- 
tim. Denomme testified that tha de- 
t:eaeed first inked him to show him to 
an outbuilding, and when the witness 
proceeded to do BO Molbeck began call- 
iiig him vile names and eaid he could 
lind the place himself. 


The defondantjsaw that Molbeck wag 


much tho worae for liquor and told him 
to go awny. Hut the latter continued 
abusing Denomme. Molbeck advanced 
toward tho defendant and repeatedly ap- 
plied vile epithets to him. Aa Molbeck 
approached he raised his toft arm RB if 
to ward off blows iu a tight and drew 
back his right as if to strike, 


Denomme feared the man, and in eolf- 


defenee closed in on him. He eaneht 
Molbeck by the shoulder with hid left 
baud, and shoving him towards the wall 
struck him twice with nis rignt, once on 
the forehead and twice on the body. 


Uunaultthen separated them, aud the 


defsndan t wen t home. 


This closed tho case for tho defense, 


and the artornfiyn began their argu- 
uieutB. Deputy District Attorney Fre- 
manopsned.and wa.a followed by W. 
D. Crichton for the defense. In the af- 
ternoon W. D. Tnpper argund fnr the 
deiuiidaut, aud District Attorney Suow 
cloeed. 


The lawyers wore all ou their mottle 


and made able speeches.
